It wonld 
appear that hie trade waa that of a obtfa- 
workart and thb being what baa been deaorlbed aa ibe 
''lamUy proleHloB" ol tbe Hewetti^ be la oonjeotored 
tobaye been deaoanded ettber from tiie family of that 
name ol Kfllamaroh oob Derby or of Walea oob Yovk^ 
both of which eprang lrom the ■ameaomoebfteHew ett i 
ofEenti Nothing appeam to be at preaent known ol 
Thomaa Hewytfa pennnal biitory. tiie oanaea wbloh 
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brought him to Linoaghlre, or iht nime of hii wife. 
Then li no gnveitoiia to hii memory At Ecolei And It la 
only the inbaaqnent hiftoiy of hli mb whiob lendi nny 
Interest to thnt of the father. This son, the 4th out of 
7 eons who were bom to him« wm biq^taed nt Bcolei^ 
Sept. 4, 1614* M nppeMn by an en^y In the Farlih 
Hegiiter of that date. It Is lUted that he waa ednoated 
at Bolton-le-Moon (bat no authority Is gfyen for thh 
statement) bat at an early age he was enabled to ayail 
hlmwlf of his father's trade or pfofMslon and was pent to 
Merchant Taylors Sohoola London. In the Register of 
this school his Mrth is entered as Jan. 8, 1614— a date 
diffioalt to reoonolle (anless it has been wrongly read) 
with the date of his baptism, bat the notes that an 
appended to the School Register recording his after 
liiBtory pnve that the two John Hewytts an Identical. 

From Merchant Taylon School ha proceeded to 
Pembroke Oollege» Cambrldgea when he matricalaied 
July 4, 1633i How long he nmalned hen is not clearly 
known, nor Is then any record of his early preferments. 
We next meetlwlth him In 1643 as Ohaplaln to Oharlea I., 
when the latter was at Oxford, when at the King's wish. 
Hewytt was created UD., October 17, 1643. (Wood's 
Vast!, ed Bliss.) Aboat this time he is sUted to have 
been despatched Into OheshIn and Lanoashin to "preach 
np loyalty and reclaim the disaffected." The confirm- 
ation of this statement with some aocoant of the work 
he performed, woald be of mooh valoe as bearing npon 
the history of then two oonntieB daring the OItH Wan. 

After the King's deathhe beoameOhaplain,atHavering 
Houie, CO. Essex, to the Earl of Lindsey, when sister 
he rabseqaently married. He is belieyed to have been 
the anthor of the epitaph apon his soverdgn In the Icon 
Baailike ooromendng "So falls,''&o„ and signed J. H. 
He was sabseqoently chosen by the parish of St. 
Gregory, near St. Paal's^ London, to be their pastor, 
and for that porpoee he removed to London, and 
nnted Loid Hmwdon's boon in St. Paul's Ohorob-

"FalGonbridge and Olaypole priyately came to 

"his ohnroh and weie both mairied by him. He never 

"disgnlsed his loyalty to his late Soyerelgn and used to 

*' excite his andltoiy from the pulpit to a generous oon- 

" tribntlon to the exiled monarch's exlgendes urging them 

"to 'remember a distressed friend.' So sncoessfol were 

" his appeals that his yoongest brother dedared npon one 

"oooaslon that he saw the basons brought full from the 

"draroh door emptied at the Gommmdon Table and 

" being taken back were again half filled with the off erlogi 

" of the people" 

Dr. Hewytt was in the habit of meeting, together with 
a nmnber of Loyalists^ at the hoose of a Mr. Warren, in 
WatUng-stieeCfe where th«y were fai dommmdcatfen with 
the exiled Kfaig, Oharles IL This came to the ears of 
Gromwell, who Immediately had Sir John Shepley 
and Dr. Hewytt seiased, and Is said to have told the 
latter that "he was as n flaming tordi .amongst the 
"wheatsheaves and that lie should die as sore as his 
"ooat was Uaok." Oromwell's feeUngs towards Urn 
were so well known that previous to his arrest hii 
friends had urged npon him to leave London, and had 
partly arranged for the purduuMi with his wife^s money, 
of an estate of about £300 a year in Lanoashire, where 
a living had abo been promised him. He^ however, 
delayed fai London too long, and was seized and speedily 
brought to trial As Sir William Dngdale says 
(Troubles in England, 1068, p. 466), "it being once 
" more expedient to renew those terrors to the people 
" he (Chromwell) caused his bloody theatre oalled the High 
" Gourt of Justice to bd again erected in Westminster 
" Hall where for the mere formalitie's sake the persons 
** whom he did deign for diBStraotlon were brought, the 
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•'one Dr. John Havsl D.D. • wnamSi DffintbBir 
*' HMfy SliBgBbf , Petav L«gh Mid oUiin-Jiiiia Ul^ 
'"leBg." Fatting on OM ride DogdaU'B Ultor pMtbui 
iplilt» tiiora oMi be no doubl flukt Ofomwell ooninlted 

botiiWhitiodk Mid Thnrioe •■ to then UJf, Mid tiiei 
botii ndvlied n tdal bf Jnif •■ tiie mon oonitttniionAl 
ooofie (WhiUook*! Memorleli Mid Burton's Dkatf 
ol PwliMnent, 1866-1069, Vol. IL, Pi 478), bat Ofom- 
well pralened hii own High Ooort of Jnitioe, Mid 
be! ofe ttukt body of 24 Jodgei the trial begMi. When 
brought into the ooort, where Lord President liilepre- 
lided, he wee errelngned for that he "minding and 
••intending to embroil the Gommonwealth in new and 
*'inteitlne wan &a, did together with diyera penona 
*' traitoroiiily and adTliedly and nuJidoailj hold intelU- 
*' genoe and oorreipondenoe with Oharlea Btoart &0, • • 
*' The prboner litting oovered while his Impeachment 
'* waa bebg read, the Lord President oommanded hie liat 
'•to be taken off" (State Triala). Hewytt then demanded 
to be allowed ooomel to oondnot hia oaieb bat this was 
relased him. When oalled npon to plead, he dlspated 
the Talidity and the power of the ooort to try him, and 
demanded a trial by Jory, bat in yain. Being oomrtantiy 
pr e ss e d, he refused over and over again to plead, deolar- 
ing, ." I woald rather die ten thoosand deaths than X 
*' will be goUty of giving op my fellow freeman's liber- 
** ties and prifneges," when the President oried oat| 
** Take Urn awair— take Urn away." At length, after a 
trial which was in faot littie better than a legal faro^ he 
was condemned to suffer death by being hanged, drawn, 
and qoartered, at Tf bom on Batorday, June 6th, bat 
OromweU altered this arrangement and postponed his 
ezecotion foi 8 days^ and ohanged the looallty firom 
lybom to Tower HUL 

Immediately after his owtdemnatfon he exhibited and 
read in ooort a very skUfoDy drawn op plea and demur- 
rer which is printed in the BtoteTMals. Thispleawfaloh 
hr said to exhibit •• great BkOl and legal knowledge " was

not bear exunlnfttlon. The Author of the History of 
Independenoe» Part IV.» atfttea that Us wile Lady Blary 
Hnef a (aa he writaa the name) and his friend'a "prombeB, 
*'penraaalona and monef and the deep, oontfaraed and 
*'eamaet entnatlea of Mnk Olaypole, Cromwell's most 
"beloved danghter" ooTild not soften the Protector's 
obdurate hearty "at which unheard of oruelty Mrs* 
"CHaypole took such exoesilve grief that she suddenly 
" fell sick, the Inorease of her sickness making her rave 
" In a most lamentable manner oalUng out against her 
*^ father for Huefs Uood and the like, the violence 
**of which eztrayagant paaalona working upon her 
" great weakness of body carried her (Augi 6, 1658) Into 
" another world." This story with yarions modifica- 
tions wHl be found alluded to by Dugdale and also In 
Whltlodk's Memoirs, Peck's I>esldeiata Ourlosa,&o. 
Awriter|lnJ7o<esaiicIQti^riei^2ndseries,yoL Yin., p. 891, 
has even gone much further, and wiiilst oommentlDg 
npon Ihe fact that his fayomite daughter's early 
death no doubt hastened Oromwell's own end, sees in 
this only the worUngs of Providenoe, and oonoludes by 
stating that, thus "Dr. Hewettby his martyrdom was 
"the unconsoious weapon by means of whidi at oneUow 
*' Heaven avenged the crime of murder and the more 
" venal sin of usurpation 1" But these statements wHl 
not bear examination, for in the first places Clarendon, 
who as a careful and impartial writer may be trusted, 
aays thai *^ther her (Lady Claypole's) death or what 
" she said affected OromweU wonderfully. . • She 
" had several conferences with him which exceedingly 
" perplexed him, though nobody wu near enough to hear 
"iJisjMM'fiottJan^ yet her often mentioning in the pains 
" she endured the Uood her father had spill made people 
" ccnsldev that she had p r es e nt e d his worst actions to his 
" ooBsldeffatloii.'' Bo much for her wQd ravings and 
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oalling wA igaliiil hor failMr lot H0wyll'g blood. 
Four d»yi after Dr. HowtH*! exeontton Lady 
Olajpolo wrole to her riifcer-in-law in the following 
wordi^ ipeaklnff ol the plot in whieh he wae oonoenedt 
"truly the Lord hath been yery gradoni 
*' to me in dellTering my father ont ol the handa of hii 
*' enemlei which we all liaTe reaion to be eemible of ina 
** Terypartloalar manner, for oertainly not only his family 
" wonld have been mined, Imt in all probability the 
" whole natioii would haye been inyolTed in blood."

Dr. Hewytt wae ezecnted, together with Sir Henry 
BlbigBby, on T^ower HOI, on the 8{h of Jnne, 1668, rafier- 
Ingb ae Dngdala aayi^ "with great eqninimity." An 
aoooaat of hie execatlon le oontalned in Additional BIBS. 
11«048, in the Britlih Mnieam. On the night pnYioua 
ha oommended hie eon to Dr. Henohman, Blihop of 
London, and hia two infant danghteii to the protection 
of Abnighty Gtod, and paewd the night fai " an agony of 
prayer." He deebEod that his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Skinner, might liaTe his head after deoapitatioB. Dr. 
Barwiofc, af terwardi tDean of St Paul's, attended hii 
friend on the eoaffold, and jut before lie laidjihis 
iiead on the Uook Hewytt gave him a ling with the motto, 
"Alter Ariitideik" His body was priyately interred fai 
hii own Ohnroh of St Gregory, and on the Sunday folp 
lowing Dr. George Wilde preached a powerfol and 
pathetic fanend lermon, and read a letter written by 
Hewytt on the 7th of Jnne^ 1658, the day before hie 
execatlon, which, together with hii ipeeoh on the icaflfold, 
are dewolbed ae "fine apedmeni of eloquence, nervoni 
Engliih composition, and piooi redgnatioB.*' The letter 
wQl be f omd printed In WHscn's History of Merchant 
Taylor^s School, p. 762, 

His execatlon caosed a great ■enaation. His fanend 
oration by Dr. WUde waa listened to by a crowded con- 
gregation, and we belieTe was afterwards printed, and a 
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eofloiui elagy to hb nimoiy, m printed taroadridfl^ 
b itiU extant BiociiniDg ringi Inioribed *'Hevodei 
needt Johannemt" were dlitribated to hb friendii 
(Eennetfe Ghiomoleb v* 87S.) Within n ihort 
time after lib death appeared a small Yolome, 
entitled "Nine leleot iennone preached npon 
epedal oooailoni In the Partth Ohnroh of St GieKorb bf 
8t Paul's, By the lato Beverend John Hewytt DD," 
whioh wae foOowed In the same year by another entitled, 
*'Bepentanoe and Gonvendon, the Fabnlo of Sal7ntlon« 
&at being the last sermon preached by the Beverened 
and Learned John Hewyt DD. Fablished by (3eo. 
^nide and Jo. Barwiok hb exeoatonb" 

Dr. Hewytt b desorlbed as being "of middle statue 
*' with a lightish bromi oowpleTJon baling an intelligent 
*'eye and a pleasant ooontenanoe i an eloquent and 
" flnent orator deUvering hb sermons oftentimes with- 
" out preparatioii.'' Hb language b reported by a con- 
temporary to have been*' tmlyCioeronlan." InThnrloe's 
Stoto Papers (vol L p. 812) he b described as " rather 
" a Tolly than aOatmne" and speaUng of him preYions to 
hb ezeoation lie describes him as one "who hath great 
Inflnenne in the City and Ooonty, very orthodox, and 
to whose church they of the King's party frequently 



Dr. Hewytt was [twice married. Hb first wile was 
the daughter ol Bobert Skinner, of St Boldph Ald- 
gatCb dtlzen and Merofannt Taylor of London, and by 
her lie had three children— John, hb eldest son and heb; 
Oharbs^ to whom Ellng Oharles L stood sponsor; and a 
third who died yomig. Of thessb John nlUmntely became 
n merchant trading with Barbadoes , where he resided 
for some timob and Oharles died yoongfrom an accidental 
fallfromatieeb Hb second wife was Lady BCaiyBertieb 
fifth dnnghter of the Earl of Uidsey (who fell al the 
battb of BdgehUl), and by her he had two dnni^itesB^ 
Elizabeth and BCaiy, friio. although liring al the time of 
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being young; LtdyMftryHewyttpfOTednmoitdeToM 
wife and itopinotliMri Although ftf ter hov bnaband'i 
deafh aho wm twice menled (her leoond hnibend being 
Bir Afanham Shipmen the brave governor of Oheiter) 
ihe Is said to have p re e er ve d the dootof^a portrait at the 
foot of her bed, and father wQl ihe left a legaoy of £200 to 
hli grandaon, the ion of her itep-wnit John Hewytt, the 
Barbadoei merohanfc 

On B£ondaj, Febmaiy 14, 1658-9, Lady Mary Hewy tt» 
petitioned the Grand Oommlttee of the whole Home of 
Oommona agalnat the High Govt of Jnatioe, for tmjnatly 
taking away her hnaband'a life, and in Borton'a Diary of 
Ihe Parliamei&t (from 1666 to 1659) there U^ nnder the 
date of Biardh 8, 1658-9, a onriooa ref erenoe to a petition 
of Lady Hewy tt for her hnaband'a life, which had been 
lott and never pmenkd I In 1660, Dr. BarwIolE^ one of 
Ihe exeoatony and who had attended Dr. Hewytt on the 
Boaffold« went to Breda to have an audience of Oharlea 
IL» and preaented a petition that *'Dr. HewyVa 
widow, an excellent person, might be taken under Hia 
BCaJeaty'a cave and protection, and that her f atherleaa 
aoB might have aome place given him." (Dr. John 
Barwlok'flLIfe,p.278.) It la aald that after hlareatora- 
Hon, when John Hewytt wae preaented to him, 
Oharlea declared "that ao long aa he awayed the aoeptra 
of TCngland none of Dr. Hewytf a family ahould want.** 

Soon after thla^ on the 19th Feb., 1660-1, Letten 
Patent wen faamed by whldh Ue King "'inoonaideracon 
of the falthlull aervlce to ua done and p'f ormed by John 
Hewyt Doctor In Divinity deoeaaed and for other conal- 
deraoona" grants **to our welbeloved aubjeot John 
Hewyt aonne of the aald Doctor John Hewyt deoeaaed" 
an annuity of £100 per annum for hIa llfOi (Exchequer 
Beoordai PeU'a Patent Book No. 18, p, 14a) Some 
four or five yearn later however a petition atOl preaerved 
fai the State Paper office waa preaented to Ihe Ung 
by thb John Hewytt^ who atylea hfanaelf *'the aole aur- 
vMng acn andohfld of the late murthered John Hewytt 
Doctor in Divinity,** and alludeatothia pension of £100 
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per Mumm ''made Aboat 4 jmn rinoe. no part of 
vUoh hM been m yet reoelTed " and having *' a wife 
and two small dhOdfen he Is gveaUy Impoyeriahed and fai 
debt" Thli petition eeenui to haye been of good effeot 
for in the Minute Bookof the IVeamuy aie theie entries : 
''Toesday, 26 Not. 1607, son of Dr. Hewit to be payd^ 
a warrant" "Wednesday 7 Oot 1668. JohnHewIts 
Fetioon to be moved In GoTmoeU to pi^ him lOOlL and 
that his Pension may be'pd in ye fatore." 

It b not known when John Hewytt dled» bat he left a 
son of his own name» who in his turn presented a petition 
to Gharles 11., desoriUng himielf as "John Hewytt, 
student grandson of Dr. John Hewytt" wad hi whleh he 
states that hb parents are dead, and that he seeks *' some 
pieoe of dharitaUe benerolenoe towards ye pr e s en t re- 
lieving of hb necessities, settling and maintenance of him 
at the TJnirmAty.'*^** ITcia and Queries, 2 s. yd. viiL 
p. 519.) 

We may be perhaps permitted to say a word or two ae 
to thb John Hewytt the grandson of the Doctor, In the 
mstory of the Deanery of Doncaster it b stated that the 
BeTi Mr. Hewitt, who held the rectory of HfUPthlll, near 
Wales, oob York (the seat of the Hewetts and formerly 
the possession of Sb WOliam Hewett knt, who died in 
1666), was "grandson to Dr. Hewitt chaplain to King 
Oharlee L, who married a sister of the Earl of Undsey 
who was father to the first Doohess of LeedSi 
Hb father John Hewitt was a Barbadoes merchant" 
From Yorkshire he appears lo haye remoyed to Lqrton- 
stone. cob Essex, where lie held the liying and where he 
ta belleyed to haye died. Hb eldest son was a scholar of 
Bfagdalen Hall, Oxford. 

Dr. Hewytt was not a yduninons writer. Hb "IHne 
Select Sermons. London. 1668," 8?o, and "A Speech 
and Two Fhkyers on the Scaffold, London, 1668," 4to 
(the latter oontainbig "A Letter to Dr. (3eorge WQde 
written the day before hb execntion ")^ are all that are 
ascribed to him by Anthony Ik Wood. To these may 
be added the yohime "Bepentanoe and Ckmyenlon 
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Mom iUaded to And Miolhev cidlad " lh« SooIm Oon- 
fltofpabllilMdliiieei. whldhiiMldtobebyhlm. In 
ftdditlon to the venei iIriM J. H. In thaloon BMilikeb 
it m%7 be worth mentioning thftt one of the Aihmolean 
BfSS In the Bodleien LtbnuEf Oxfoid (MSS. 781 pp. 
156-6) oontalnB " An Blegle upon the Death of Seoretwle 
Wynwood« whoe deoeeied the 26th of Ootoher, 1617,*' 
oommendng " Stey heere thou walking flesh that panest 
by," ligned D. Henit, whloh hai been aiorlbed to Dr. 
Hewytt Taking the date Into oonslderatlon, and that 
It ii not likely that he would ever lign himielf D. or Dr. 
Beoit, initead of John Hewytt» it leemi probable that 
there ara no groondi for aiorlbing thii [dece to him. 

Hie leeond wif e'l niece was the fint Dnohen of Leedi^ 
and with her he ia said to have had frequent corre« 
■pondenoeb whloh. If itill preeerVed, wonid probably be 
of nrach Intereit ai throwing light upon privato and 
iooial life dnring the Oommonwealth. It ii itated that 
lie oontemplated the publication of a CMlnroh Hiitoiy, but 
whether any materials for thiiworkaieeztantiinot known. 

From an epitaph in the quaint old wooden ohnreh of 
Greensted In Eiiex, whiofa we are abont to qnote. It 
would appear that the Hewytt family eontinued to reside 
at Bodes and that In a later generation, another Hewytl 
attained to some position In the ohoroh, and on the 
Inserlptlonereeted to hismemory It Is reoorded with pride 
that his bbthplaceb Eoeles, was also the birthplaoe of 
that most celebrated of his anoesters. Dr. John Hewytt 
This epitaph is as follows -^" Prope jaoet Bichardus 
" Hewyt, A.M. Hujus EodesIsB quondam Beotor, In yilla 
" Eooles apud Lanoastrlenses natus, uU natus etiam fult 
"oeleberrimus iUe Theologi» Dootor Johannes Hewyt 
"qui ob fidem Oarolo 2 exulanto nefaria perduelllum 
"sententiasecurlperoussus est Blohardus patruotam 
"Ulustro nepoe non indignas ObUt 20l AprU. A.D. 1724.'* 
whloh may be translated :— Near tUs place Hea Blohaid 
Hewyt Biaster of Arts, formerly Beotor of this Ohurel^ 
bom In the Tillage of Ecetes amongst the Lancashbe 
people, wiiere was also bom that meet famous John 
Hewyt Dootoff of Theology who for his fidelity to Gbavles

In lllaitratian of the two Intereetlng artldei on Or. 
John Hewyttt whldh have appeared In your irolnmni^ 
I aend yon a Hat of looh oontemporary pablloationa re- 
lating to hUn that I am acquainted with. The ficat of 
theie relatea to the oonapiracy for whldh he rafEered :— 

"The Horrible and Bloody Ooniplraoy Vndertaken by 
many Desperate Persons who to cry up and Introdnoe 
the Interests of Charles Stewart would haye destroyed 
& buned the Olty» made an attempt on the Tower, 
seised upon many honorable penonages^ and ooveied 
all ttdags with Fire and Blood. The names of tiiose 
speedily to be tr^ by the High Court of Jostioe. are^ 
John Russell, John Aiordant, Sir WUllam Compton, 
Sir Biohard WUlis, Sfr Henry Sllngsby, Dootor Hewet. 
The Names of those apprehended on Saturday, May the 
16. and slnoe are^ Sir \nillam Lelghton, Mr. Brandonob 
Mr. Manleyt Mr. Blunden, Mr. Topham, BIT. Dean, 
Mr. Friar, Mr. Smith, &;o.

We are rnnoh iadebted to Colonel Oheiter, fhe able 
editor of the WeBtminatev Abbey Begkten, reoentlf 
printed for the Harleian Society, and whose genealogloal 
colleotioni «re lo widely known, for the following yaln- 
ftble Informfttion relating to Dr. John Hewytt and hie 
wife. Lady Mary Hewytt We were not able to glye 
the name of Lady Mary HewyttV third hoiband, 
bat this GoL Cheater has found and has also aaoertalned 
the date of her death- and that of her lecond and third 
hmbandai These biographical details will serve to 
render the aooonnt of Dr. ^Hewytt's life more oomplete 
especially as they are takmi from the most accnrate 
sources of information, wills and parish registers. 

We hope shortly to print some more details relating to 
this distinguished man and we shall at the same time be 
glad to know whether any persons are now living who 
can trace their desoenf to this most celebrated member 
of the Hewytt fandly. Editob. 

Dr. John Hewytt. of coarse left no will for owing to 
his execution his estates were confiscated. In the 
Registers of St Gregory's his burial is stated to have 
taken place the day after his execution, the entry being 
as follows :— 

1658, June 9. Dr. John Hewytt a minister. 

The same Begisters abo contain the burials of his two 
daughters. 

1658, October 20. Mary daughter of the Hon. Lady 
Mary Hewytt widow. 

1660, November 8. Elizabeth daughter of Lady Mary 
Hewytt widow. 

LadyMary Hewytt married for her second husband 
Sir Abraham Shipman, but the date of his marriage has 
not occurred. Her husband, however, died in 1661 or 
1665< and his will, dated March 24, 1661*2, was 
proved July 18, 1665, by his daughter, Elfzsbeth Ship- 
man, power being reserved to his son, William Shipman« 
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who are both luuned m exeoaton, and who mnit haye been 
hbdhildfen by a former wife. He left to hb son WilllMn 
hb eiUteend Intereet In a " Light Heiue And beeoon " At 
Dnngeneeit on the ooAit of Kent* end desired him to 
pey hie ibter SUzebeth £800, bat if Elizabeth died then 
Wmiam wAi to pay "my dear wife" £600. Thia la the 
only mention he makea of her, end there ia nothing else 
of faiteNBt In the wUL JFtom an entry In the Oalendar 
of WlUa It would appear that he died abroad, and heiayi 
that he waa *\mlnded to make a aoddcn jonm^ to the 
Eaat Indlea." 

From the Parlih Begbtem of St. liCaiy'i, Idhigton, ooi 
MIddleaex, It appean that Dame Mary Bhlpman married 
for her third hnaband Thomaa LeOi Esqr., the entry 
being aa follows :«

Lady BCary Lee did not long surrlye this her tUrd 
marrlagey dying In the early part of 1669, when Uttie 
more than 80 years of age. In her wOl, dated Septem- 
ber 8, 1668, ahe refers to the son of Dr. John Hewytt, 
her first husband, and speaka of him as her " son^ln-law," 
whereashe was Inrealfty her stepson. Shedesoribesherself 
aa Lady Mary LeOb late wife of Sir Abraham Shlpman, 
Entit and now wife of Thomas Lee, Esq,, and redtes 
two indentures, dated on or about February 16, 19 
Oharles II. (1666-7), "between me by flie name of the 
Hon the Lady Mary Shlpman and Thomas Lee of 
Newlngton oob Surrey Esq. my now husband, and Henry 
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Haitiiigs, ThMphnui Smith. AlbM duklre And Thomas 
WMnen tnuitewb nominated by mo and on my beh«lf in 
whidhlroieryed the right to derln by will thoioToral 
■mni of £1500, £500» and £600 namod in ono of the 
■aid indentuni and £600 namid In the other. I now 
diipow of the same aa fdlows :— to John Hewytt eldeit 
Bon of my flon In law John Hewytt £200^ when 21 yean of 

age; to my god-daughter Siary Smith £50; to my 
god-danghter Siary Leaden £10; nil the veiidTie 
to the said Tliomaa Lee my yery lo?ing htuband" 
whom nhe appdnti wde ezeoator. In a oodloU dated 
Febroary 21, 1668-9, ihe adds— "if the laid John 
Hewytt the youiger die before 21— then my brothenitht 
Bt, Hon. Bobert Bertie and Edward Bertie Biqiiiree and 
my nephew Bobert BertieBiq. eaoh toliaTe£50 ; toMr. 
Thomaa Warren apothecary £100 antf to Min Edith

to my said brothen Bobert and Edward Bertie and my 
■aid nephew Bobert Bertie eaoh £50 more." Her will 
was proTed Maroh 2, 1668-9 by Thomaa Lee hnaband 
and exeontor of the deo e aaed. In the Probate Act Book 
iheia deaoribed aa of St. Mary'i. Newington oo, Siin«y. 
Thomaa Leob Eiq,, appeara to haye been of a 
Shropihiie family. He was a barrister of Unooln's 
Inn, and li?ed at Newington, oo, Surrey. Seyaral of 
his dhildren by a first wife were baptized at St. Siary'sy 
Newington, bat theie registers being very Imperfeott 
neitiier the bnrial of his first wife nor that of Lady Mary 
Lee are recorded, althongh it is almost certain the 
latter wonld be buried there. His will, as of Lincoln's 
Inn, Eiq., is dated Dec 2, 1685, and was ptoyed October 
28th, 1687, by his 8rd wife and widow Charity. He 
was buried at St. liiaryib Newington, August Srd, 1687t 
as "Thomas Lee, Esq,, that tmly worthy Gtat.'' and 
his relict appeals to haye been Iniried then Jan. 5| 
1698-9 as " Charity LeOi gentlewoman."

Some few ftdditional notes ooncening this Luicathire 
worthy mxy not be nnweloome to the readen of LooaI 
Gleftnlogf. So fer u hie trial and oondemnation are 
oonoemed, the Editor hai left little or nothing to be laid ; 
bat I proceed to give a few extraoti from hie " Speech 
"and depertment»" a copf of which, together with other 
papers, on kindred enbjeotf, has been preserved to ns by 
that most Indefatigable of antiqnarleBi Anthony a Wood, 
whom it has pleased a recent dlstingnished writer In a 
London magazine to dab as a man whose " horizon of 
"ideas was as narrow ascoald consist with oiiifedacatlon V* 
The compiler of the "Speech, &c.," speaks In hie 
" Advertisement to the Reader" of "Having been so 
" often importoned to pablish Dr. Heioit'a Speech and 
" Deportment npon the Scaffold," " and being nnwilling 
" that so great a Person as the Doctor should be ronged 
"by false and imperfect Relations that might 
"come oat only npon Senister acconnt^ where- 
"fore as a farther proofe of the troth, I have 
"spoken with severall Persons who were npon 
" the Scaffold, who seeing my Papers sabsoilbed to 
" them as the most exact."—" The Lords day (Jane 6) he 
" Imployed for the most part In earnest seeking God by 
" prayer,— the rest of the day being the afternoon, he 
" passed away in discoarse with some friends, who came 
" to condole his condition, who deported himselfe with 
" tiiat oliearfallneBse, that they nor he need to metigate 
" sotrowt— Whilst the Doctor was disooarseing with 
"some Friends, a Woman got accidentally to his 
" Chamber doore, and in seemiDg mallincollinesse drew 
" neare him, and laid her hat at his Feet, saying, I oan 
" never be at qaiet when the godly are to snffer. On 
" Manday morning his Lady oame to visit him.— This 
" being past, he makes it his only work to pat of this, 
" and to prepare for a better life, in whidh Dr. Wild 
"added to his Indeavonrs his picas assistanceb 
\tbe day being spent, Dr. WUde left him not 
"withoat the beames and light of a friends 
"prayers, and the dayee glory f^pgether, bnt kept 
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"him oompAny aU that night, therehj to make 
" dfty In hif aonle, though it were night in the World. 
" (Immediately after came Dr. Reynolds^ Blr. OariU^ 
" Mr. Manton, Mr. Bates, and otherg, with whoie dli- 
" conne they were so affected, that that evening they 
"took Ooaoh on Ludgate Hill, and went down to 
" WhIte-HaU to beg hie life of hie Highneeie the Lord 
" Protector, bnt that weie not granted.) 

*' On Taeiday morning the time of exeoation drawing 
" neigh, they spent that part which gave them leianre to 
" prepare for that great work to dve, which time being 
"come Dr. Wilde, Dr. Warmitti^, and Deane Ueva 
" aocompanyed him to the place of ezecntion.** Then 
followi an acooont of how, being mounted on the icaf- 
fold, he cait hie eye toward the block, and, espying 
lome of the blood of his fellow- infferer, "he lendf 
" up ejaonlatione to heaven, and then falleth down 
" on hii knees and prayed privately a while, and then 
" about as long audibly." In his Speech upon the 
scaffold he again disputes the authority of his arbitrary 
judges, and the following passage is worth noting, " It 
" seemes it is a custome In all Courts, (which I did not 
*' know before) that It thoy answer not the third time 
" speaking by the Clerk, that then they are guilty of 
*' three defaults, and proceeded against as mute : \l had 
" no such knowledge of the Law.] This advantage being 
'* laid hold on, hath brought my lunoeence to suffer as 
•* the gnilty, fof th^ found me guilty of those defaults ; 
*' and when I would have pleaded, and resolved to begin 
" to plead, I was taken from the Bar. I did the next 
" day make my Petition to the Court in the Painted- 
•• Chamber, two Petitions were presented the same In 
" effect ; In the former the Title was mistaken : Yet be- 
" because the Title was mistaken, andno answer was given 
*' therefore It was that another Petition was drawn up to 
" the same effect, with a new TItie given, (as I remember) 
" presented by the Serjeant at Arms, and one writ It 
" over In such haete, lest th«y should be drawn out of 
" the Painted Chamber into the Court, that I had not 
" time to read It over, only I subscribed my name, and 
" there was In front of the Petition a word left out, bnt 
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" whftt llie word wm I know not, bat mmt needs be 
" ieoilble the trespaue wm bat imftU, and its hud thftt 
" n mbtftke of thftt nfttore shoald tftke the blood of the 
** Innosent for the gallty ; for it was tftken so 111, as II 
" I hftd pat ftu ftffront And oontempt on the Oonrt ; 
" And it was thought they wonld hftve heerd me plead; 
*' bat beoftoie of thftt mistake, they lent word, I shoald 
*'hftTe my answer when I came Into the Ckrart, and 
"my answer I had indeed, whioh was the sentenoe 
''of condemnation that adjadged me to this place.— 
" —Bat I pray God forgi?e them from the rery bottom 
"of my BoaL" Drl^Hewyttthen proceeds to describe 
himself as "baptized to be a member of the holy 
" Oatholiqae Oharch, that is, the Oharch of England, 
" whioh I dare say for parity of Doctrine, and orderly 
" Discipline, till a sad refornuition had spoiled the face 
'I of the Oharch, and made It a qaerleb whether it were a 
" Ohoroh, or no I say, It was more parely Dlyine 
" and Apostolical, than any other Doctrine or Oharch 
••in the Christian World, whether National, or 
" Classical, or CongregationaL And I most tell yoa, 
" That as I am a member of this Oharch, so I am a 
*' member of the holy Oatholiqae Oharch, and shall 
** give a most jast confession of my faith, both nega- 
" timely and afi&rmatively. Negatirely, I am so a 
" member of the holy Oatholiqae Oharch, that I abhor 
" all SteUt Schitms, Sedition, and Tyrwnny in Religion, 
" Affirmatiyely so. That as I hold oommanion with, 
" so I love and honoar all Christians In the world, that 
" love the same Lord Jesas In sincerity, .fro." 

Dr. Hewytt then in reply to the accasations broaght 
against him says, "Here I mast come to parkicalars for 
" a Plot, of haTlng a design apon the City of Londont 
" for the firiog of It I so much tremble at the thought 
" of the thing that shoald have been done, as they say, 
"for the carrying on of saoh a designe, (if my heart 
" deoei?e me not) had I knowne it, I so much abhor the 
*' thing nnf ainedly from my heart, and as a dying man I 
" am oonfidant I shoald have been the first disooyerer of 
" it : Nor ever had I correspondency or meetings with 
" each persons as would have oarryed on such a designoi 
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" It b Mid likewia^ I enterUlned the lUttl, fth« M«r- 
"qaeHof Ormond; To my remembruioa I neTOv taw 
**the fftoe of that hdnonraUe Penon in my Ufa. 
" It ii said, Om Lorda day I did preach At Saint 
*'Or€0orie8, and the next Lofda day I was at 
** Brtusela or Bruga, and Uit the Kings hand. 
*' and brought I cannot tell what Orders and Initmctiona 
"fromhim* This I shall lay, For theie three years lait 
" past together, I have not been sixty miles from this 
" Oity of London, and I think it is somewhat farther to 
*' either of those placesi than threescore miles. It Is said 
"that I kept conespondence with one MdUory and 
" Bithop, They are persons I have heard of their names, 
" bat never in all my life to my knowledge saw their 
'* faces ; and to my knowledge I doe not know they know 
" me ; nor doe I know them at all. bnt only as I have 
" heard of their nameSi And whosoeTer else hath sng- 
" gested Budh things against me, I know not, bat the 
*' Lord Qod forgive them, who is jast and meraifolL" 

Then follows a long prayer in which Dr. Hewytt prays 
for the King as "the posterity— which in Authority 
" ought te rale over, and be above oSi" " Which being 
" finished, he applies hlmselfe to the Ezecationer. giving 
" him three pieces in gold oat of a Parse ; stripping him- 
" selfe, he being in bis shirt, asks his liCan for his Wabt- 
*' coat, who after a diligent search, not finding of it, he 
" tells his master it were lost, npon which the Doctor 
" makes answer, no matter if I lose a Waistcoat, when I 
" am to lose my life, afterward it being found, and having 
" put it on with his Gap, he put his hair under 
"it himselfeb laying hlmselfe down to fit hlm- 
" selfe to the block, praying a pretty while ; 
"in which time, there were brought a Warrant 
" upon the Scaffold, which did not In the least alter 
" Dr. HewUp having done Prayer, he arises, taking 
" leave of his friends, which occasioned the fall of many a 
" tear, and prepares hlmselfe for the Block, where giving 
" a sign, the Executioner at one blow and a raze severed 
" his Head from his Body, which was put in a Oofi&n 
"brought for that purpose, and conveyed to Humdon 
" House, near Doctors Commons, and afterward enter'd 
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?'wllh»U d«M8ii0F in the OhMioeU of B«lAt Giegovieii 
" London."

Of the family of thb firm and popolav diylneb I 
give the following extraoti from the EooleB Regbten 
of baptbma. T begin with the entry of the 
martyr himself. It wonld appear that the family 
were not of any standing in Eodet. There b 
not even a little extra flooriih of the pen whleh some- 
times denotes a person of position, and no remark 
attached to any of the entries, except to the diylne 
himself.
